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Oil hits Louisiana shore, edges into key current

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — BP conceded Thursday that more oil 
than it estimated is gushing into the Gulf of Mexico as heavy 
crude washed into Louisiana’s wetlands for the first time, 
feeding worries and uncertainty about the massive monthlong 
spill. 

Mark Proegler, a spokesman for oil giant BP PLC, said a mile- 
long tube inserted into a leaking pipe over the weekend is 
now capturing 210,000 gallons a day — the total amount the 
company and the Coast Guard have estimated is gushing into 
the sea — but that some is still escaping. He would not say how 
much. 

Several professors who have watched video of the leak have 
already said they believe the amount gushing out is much higher 
than the official estimates.

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Mexico’s Calderon criticizes state immigration law

WASHINGTON - Mexican 
President Felipe Calderon 
took his opposition to a new 
Arizona immigration law to 
Congress Thursday, saying it 
“ignores a reality that cannot 
be erased by decree.” 
Calderon’s comments on the 
Arizona law and his request 
that Congress do something 
about the availability of high- 
powered weapons along the

border drew criticism from 
several lawmakers saying he 
was interfering inU.S. internal 
matters. 

The Mexican leader also told 
lawmakers reluctant to take 
up the immigration issue 
this year that comprehensive 
immigration reform is crucial 
to securing the two countries’ 
common border. 

Calderon, the first foreign 
national leader to address 
Congress this year, said he 


strongly disagrees with the 
Arizona law that requires 
police to question people 
about their immigration status 
if there’s reason to suspect they 
are in the country illegally. 

“It is a law that not only 
ignores a reality that cannot 
be erased by decree but also 
introduces a terrible idea 
using racial profiling as a 
basis for law enforcement,” 
he said to cheers, mainly from 
the Democratic side of the 
chamber. 

Speaking in English, he 
warned of the risk when “core 
values we all care about are 
breached.” 

Arizona’s senior Republican 
senator, John McCain was not 
present at the joint meeting, 
while the office of Jon Kyi, 
the other Arizona senator, did 
not respond immediately to 
inquiries about whether Kyi 
was present. McCain attended 
a lunch with Calderon at the 
State Department Wednesday. 
McCain issued a statement 
that it was “unfortunate and 
disappointing the president of 
Mexico chose to criticize the 
state of Arizona by weighing 
in on a U.S. domestic policy 
issue during a trip that was 
meant to reaffirm the unique 
relationship between our two 
countries.” 

And broaching another highly 
sensitive issue, Calderon urged 
Congress to restore a ban 
on assault weapons, saying 


easy access to high-powered 
weapons is contributing to 
drug-related violence along 
the border. 

Calderon also took up the 
Arizona law in a meeting 
Wednesday with President 
Barack Obama, who referred 
to the law as a “misdirected 
expression of frustration.” 

The Mexican leader said his 
country was doing its best, 
by promoting more jobs and 
opportunities at home, to 
reduce the flow of immigrants 
to the United States. 

But he stressed the “need to 
fix a broken and inefficient 
system ... the time has come to 
reduce the causes of migration 
and to turn this phenomenon 
into a legal, ordered and secure 
flow of workers and visitors.” 
Obama is pressing lawmakers 
to take up legislation that would 
deal with border security, 
employment and citizenship. 
It is questionable whether 
Congress, in an election year, 
has an inclination to tackle 
such a highly sensitive issue. 
Calderon also got a standing 
ovation from Democrats when 
he asked the United States 
to stop the flow of assualt 
weapons and other arms across 
the border and reinstate the 
ban on many assault weapons 
that was enacted in 1994 but 
allowed to expire during the 
George W. Bush presidency. 
He said there are more than 
7,000 gun shops along the 


border where almost anyone 
can purchase weapons. 

Texas Republican Sen. 
John Cornyn said it was 
inappropriate for Calderon 
to lecture Americans on 
state and local law. He 
defended the Arizona law 
and added: “moreover, the 
Second Amendment is not a 
subject open for diplomatic 
negotiation, with Mexico or 
any other nation.” 

Calderon led off his 40-minute 
speech by emphasizing 
Mexico’s war against narcotics 
traffickers that has left roughly 
23,000 dead since the end of 
2006. 

But he added that “we 
cannot ignore the fact that 
the challenge to our security 
has roots on both sides of the 
border.” He cited a statement 
from Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton that, 
At the end of the day, it is 
high demand for drugs in the 
United States and elsewhere 
that drives much of the illicit 
trade. 

Also attending the speech were 
Attorney General Eric Holder, 
Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano and Interior 
Secretary Ken Salazar. 
Democrats gave Calderon a 
rousing cheer when he said 
Mexico planned to have 
universal health care by 2012 
and said that would be one less 
reason for Mexicans to migrate 
to the United StatesQ

Blair, a retired Navy admiral, 
is the third director of national 
intelligence, a position created 
in response public outrage over 
the failure to prevent the Sept. 
11, 2001, terrorist attacks. 

In a message to his work force, 
Blair said his last day would 
be May 28. 

Two government officials said 
several candidates have been 
interviewed for the national 
intelligence director’s job, 
which is to oversee the nation’s 
16 intelligence agencies. Both 
officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the 
announcement had not yet 
been made. 

His term in office was marked 
by turf battles with the CIA 
director and controversial 
public comments in the wake 


of the abortive Christmas Day 
jetliner bombing. 

CIA Director Leon Panetta 
and Blair squared off in May 
over Blair’s effort to choose a 
personal representative at U.S. 
embassies to be his eyes and 
ears abroad, instead of relying 
on CIA station chiefs, as had 
been past practice. 

Word of Blair’s resignation, 
first reported by ABC News, 
comes two days after a Senate 
report criticized his office and 
other intelligence agencies 
for new failings that allowed 
a would-be bomber to board 
a Detroit-bound airliner on 
Christmas Day. The Senate 
Intelligence Committee 
found that the National 
Counterterrorism Center 
was in a position to connect 
intelligence that could have 
prevented the potentially 
deadly attack. As director of 


national intelligence, Blair 
oversaw the center. 

After the airliner bombing 
attempt, Blair said a new, elite 
federal interrogation unit of 
counterterrorism specialists 
should have been called in 
to question the suspected 
bomber, Nigerian Umar 
Farouk Abdulmutallab. 

But that unit, known as the 
High-Value Interrogation 
Group, was not an option 
because it wasn’t ready for 
action. The HIG team was 
deployed after the recent Times 
Square bombing attempt this 
month, administration officials 
said this week. 

Blair also told Congress that 
Abdulmutallab continued to 
provide helpful information 
to investigators at a time when 
authorities had hoped to keep 
the bomber’s cooperation 
secret. With that information

divulged, FBI Director Robert 
Mueller confirmed at the same 
hearing that Abdulmutallab 
was cooperating. 

Blair was the first Obama 
administration official to 
describe the deadly shooting 


rampage at Fort Hood, Texas, 
last fall as an act of homegrown 
extremism. The administration 
had previously been reluctant 
to call the suspect, an Army 
psychiatrist, a homegrown 
terrorist or extremist.Q 
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AP-UnMsion Poll: Hispanic 
discrimination high

WASHINGTON (AP) — Who is discriminated 
against in America? More Americans say 
Hispanics than blacks or women — and it is far 
from just Hispanics who feel that way. 

An Associated Press-Univision Poll found that 
61 percent of people overall said Hispanics 
face significant discrimination, compared with 
52 percent who said blacks do and 50 percent 
who said women. 

The survey also underscored how perceptions 
of prejudice can vary by ethnicity. While 81 
percent of Latinos said Hispanics confront a 
lot or some discrimination, a smaller but still 
substantial 59 percent of non-Hispanics said 
so. 

It is not unusual for members of a group to feel 
they face more prejudice. In this survey, that 
was especially true when people were asked 
about “a lot” of discrimination. Fifty-five 
percent of Hispanics but only 24 percent of 
non-Hispanics said Hispanics encounter that. 

“I see it in people’s faces, in the way they 
react,” said Raymond Angulo, 66, a Mexican- 
born U.S. citizen and retiree from Pico Rivera, 
California. “It’s gotten somewhat better, but it’s 
still there. I feel like it’s never going away.” 
However, Jason Welty, a lawn care specialist 
in Indianapolis who is not Hispanic, said he 
has seen little evidence of the problem despite 
working frequently with Hispanics. 

“They’re treated by most of our clients and the 
people we work with just like anybody else,” 
said Welty, 30. 

The AP-Univision Poll compiled the views 
of 901 Hispanics, which were compared with 
the results of a separate AP-GfK survey of the 
general population. 

Attention on whether Latinos are singled out 
for unfair treatment has intensified since last 
month, when border state Arizona enacted 
a law requiring local police to ascertain the 
citizenship of people they suspect of being in 
the U.S. illegally. 

President Barack Obama called the statute 
“misdirected” Wednesday at a joint news 
conference with Mexican President Felipe 
Calderon, and he said the Justice Department 
will soon complete a review of whether it 
violates civil rights laws. But others have 
rallied behind the statute as a needed step with 
an estimated 12 million illegal immigrants in 


the U.S. 

Lisa Navarrete, vice president of the National 
Council of La Raza, the Latino advocacy 
organization, said the poll’s findings suggest a 
silver lining in the country’s often bitter debate 
over immigration. 

“For a lot of people, regardless of how they feel 
about what we should do about immigration, 
they’re recognizing that this community has 
been singled out and targeted,” Navarrete said. 
About 40 percent of the Hispanics in the survey 
said they had experienced much discrimination 
personally — including just 13 percent who 
said they had dealt with it a lot. 

“I was discriminated against, ‘You’re just a 
dumb Mexican,”’ said Ric J. Romero, 56, a 
retiree in Albuquerque, New Mexico, who 
said he traces his family’s origins to Spain, 
not Mexico. “Yes, there is still very heavy 
discrimination.” 

But Sabino Infante, 62, a college admissions 
counselor from Hesperia, California, said he 
has never experienced the problem. Infante, 
who is originally from Mexico, attributed the 
higher perceptions of prejudice by Hispanics 
than non-Hispanics to some people having “a 
chip on their shoulder, an attitude.” 

Among Hispanics, women are more likely than 
men to say Latinos suffer discrimination. In 
addition, Hispanics from cities and rural areas 
are more likely than those from the suburbs to 
say Latinos face a lot of prejudice. 

Matilde Martinez, 59, a Puerto Rican-born New 
Yorker, said she believes Mexican immigrants 
face much mistreatment. 

“It causes me a lot of pain,” she said in an 
interview conducted in Spanish. “These 
people come to work and they do work that 
the Americans won’t do for the little pay they 
get.” 

There also are partisan differences. Fifty-five 
percent of Hispanic Democrats and 38 percent 
of Hispanic Republicans say there is a lot of 
discrimination against Hispanics, and Hispanic 
Democrats are more likely than those in the 
Republican Party to say they have personally 
been affected. 

Hispanics in the poll perceived discrimination 
against other groups a bit more often than non- 
Hispanics did. 

Fifty-seven percent of Latinos and 50 percent 
of non-Hispanics said blacks are discriminated 
against. □

Senate passes massive 
Wall Street regulation bill

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Prodded by national anger 
at Wall Street, the Senate on 
Thursday passed the most 
far-reaching restraints on 
big banks since the Great 
Depression. In its broad 
sweep, the massive bill would 
touch Wall Street CEOs and 
first-time homebuyers, high¬ 
flying traders and small town 
lenders. 

The 59-39 vote represents 
an important achievement 
for President Barack Obama, 
and comes just two months 
after his health care overhaul 
became law. 

The bill must now be 
reconciled with a House of 
Representatives version that 
passed in December. A key 
House negotiator predicted 
the legislation would reach 
Obama’s desk before July 
4th. 

The legislation aims to 
prevent a recurrence of the 
near-meltdown of big Wall 
Street investment banks and 
the resulting costly bailouts. 
It calls for new ways to watch 
for risks in the financial 


system and makes it easier to 
liquidate large failing financial 
firms. It also writes new rules 
for complex securities blamed 
for helping precipitate the 
2008 economic crisis, and 
it creates a new consumer 
protection agency. 

It would impose new 
restraints on the largest, most 
interconnected banks and 
demand proof that borrowers 
could pay for the simplest of 
mortgages. 

“Our goal is not to punish the 
banks but to protect the larger 
economy and the American 
people from the kind of 
upheavals that we’ve seen in 
the past few years,” Obama 
said earlier Thursday after the 
Senate cleared a key 60-vote 
hurdle blocking final action. 
The financial industry, Obama 
said, had tried to stop the 
new regulations “with hordes 
of lobbyists and millions of 
dollars in ads.” 

Only two Democrats 
voted against the bill. Four 
Republicans broke ranks with 
their party to support it. 

It was solidly supported by 
Obama’s Democratic Party, 
while will hope to use it as a 
high-water mark of reform 
when they campaign the 
the November elections. 
Republicans uniformly 

opposed the bill at every turn. 
Twice the Senate had to beat 
back efforts by Republicans to 
delay the bill before achieving 
final passage. 

“The decisions we’ve made 
will have an impact on the 
lives of Americans for decades 
to come,” said Republican 
Sen. Richard Shelby, who 


voted against the legislation. 
“Judgment will not be rendered 
by self-congratulatory press 
releases, but, rather, by the 
marketplace. 

And the marketplace does 
not give credit for good 
intentions.” 

While Republicans succeeded 
in amending the bill, they still 
objected to its sweep, claiming 
it represented an expansion 
of government power that 
would have unintended 
consequences. 

Democrats argued it was a 
potent response to the financial 
abuses, regulatory weaknesses 
and consumer misjudgments 
that plunged the nation deep 
into recession. 

“To Wall Street, it says: No 
longer can you recklessly 
gamble away other people’s 
money,” said Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid, a 
Democrat. “It says the days of 
too big to fail are behind us. 
It says to those who game the 
system: The game is over.” 

As House and Senate 
negotiators meet to work out 
differences in the bills, the 
common ground between the 
two bills will likely tilt toward 
making the bill tougher on 
banks rather than weaker. 
If anything, the political 
environment has grown more 
populist since the House 
passed its bill in December. 
Unemployment still hovers 
around 10 percent, big banks 
have declared significant 
if not record profits, and 
Goldman Sachs is fighting 
off accusations of fraud from 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. □

Proegler said the 210,000 
gallons — 5,000 barrels 

— has always been just an 
estimate because there is no 
way of measuring how much 
is gushing from the seafloor. 

A live video feed of the leak 
posted online Thursday at the 
insistence ofU.S. Rep. Edward 
J. Markey, a Democrat from 
Massachusetts, shows what 
appears to be a large plume of 
oil and gas still spewing next 
to the tube that’s carrying 
some of it to the surface. 

The well blew out after an 
explosion a month ago on the 
offshore drilling rig Deepwater 
Horizon that killed 11 people. 
Brown ooze from the spill 
coated marsh grasses and 
hung in the shallow water 
of a wetland at Louisiana’s 
southeastern tip, the first 
heavy oil seen on shore so far. 
Gov. Bobby Jindal declared 
Wednesday it was just the 
outer edge of the real spill, 
much heavier than an oily 
sheen seen before. 

“This is the heavy oil that 
everyone’s been fearing that is 
here now,” Jindal said during a 
boat tour. The wetlands at the 
mouth of the Mississippi are 
home to rare birds, mammals 
and a wide variety of marine 
life. 

BP, which was leasing the 
rig when it exploded, was 
marshaling equipment and 
conducting tests Thursday 
ahead of a new effort to choke 
off the oil’s flow. Crews hoped 
that by Sunday they can start 
a procedure known as a “top 
kill,” which involves pumping 
heavy mud into the crippled 
equipment on top of the well, 
then permanently sealing it 
with cement. 

The procedure has been used 
before to halt gushing oil 
above ground, but like other 
methods BP is exploring it 
has never been used 5,000 
feet below the sea. That’s why 
scientists and engineers have 
spent much of the last week 
preparing for the complex 
operation and taking a series 
of measurements to make 
sure that the mission doesn’t 
backfire. 

“The philosophy from the 
beginning is not to take any 
action which could make the 
situation worse, and those are 
the final steps we’re doing,” 
said Doug Suttles, BP’s chief 


operating officer. 

BP is already sucking up oil 
through a mile-long tube 
it managed to insert into 
the leaking pipe over the 
weekend. 

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
said Wednesday that a small 
portion of the slick had entered 
the so-called loop current, a 
stream of faster moving water 
that circulates around the Gulf 
before bending around Florida 
and up the Atlantic coast. Its 
arrival may portend a wider 
environmental catastrophe 


affecting the Florida Keys and 
tourist-dotted beaches along 
that state’s east coast. 

Even farther south, U.S. 
officials were talking to Cuba 
about how to respond to the 
spill should it reach the island’s 
northern coast, a U.S. State 
Department spokesman said. 
Florida’s state meteorologist 
said it will be at least another 
seven days before the oil 
reaches waters west of the 
Keys, and state officials 
sought to reassure visitors that 
its beaches are still clean and 
safe.Q

The women hope their 
weeklong visit will secure the 
release of Sarah Shourd, 31; 
her boyfriend, Shane Bauer, 
27; and their friend Josh 
Fattal, 27. 

The mothers threw their 
arms in the air and rushed to 
embrace their children as they 
entered a room at a high-rise 
hotel that overlooks the Evin 
Prison where the three have 
been held. 

They cried, laughed and 
kissed. The conservative 
Islamic head scarves worn by 
the mothers slipped back and 
bouquets of flowers were set 
aside as they sat together and 
began to reconstruct their lives 
since last summer. 

The families later ate an 
abundant lunch together at 
a feast of rice, kebabs and 
other traditional Middle 
Eastern dishes. The prisoners

The visit was 
scheduled to last until evening, 
said the families’ Iranian 
lawyer, Masoud Shafli, but it 
was not clear whether the three 
detainees would have to return 
to the prison for the night.

The meeting at the Esteghlal 
Hotel in north Tehran 
received extensive coverage 
on Iran’s state-run Press 
TV, the government’s main 
English-language broadcast 
arm. Reporters for the foreign 
media also were allowed 
their first glimpse of the three 
Americans since their arrest 
on the border with Iraq last 
July.

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N. Korea warns of war if punished for ship sinking

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— North Korea, accused of 
waging the deadliest attack 
on the South Korean military 
since the Korean War, flatly 
denied sinking a warship 
Thursday and warned that 
retaliation would mean “all- 
out war.” 

Evidence presented Thursday 
to prove North Korea fired 
a torpedo that sank a South 
Korean ship was fabricated 
by Seoul, North Korean 
naval spokesman Col. Pak In 
Ho told broadcaster APTN 
in an exclusive interview in 
Pyongyang. 

He warned that any move to 
sanction or strike North Korea 
would be met with force. 

“If (South Korea) tries to deal 
any retaliation or punishment, 
or if they try sanctions or a 
strike on us .... we will answer 
to this with all-out war,” he 
told APTN. 

An international team 
of civilian and military 
investigators declared earlier 
in Seoul that a North Korean 
submarine fired a homing 
torpedo at the Cheonan on 
March 26, ripping the 1,200- 
ton ship in two. 

Fifty-eight sailors were 
rescued, but 46 died — South 
Korea’s worst military disaster 
since a truce ended the three- 
year Korean War in 1953. 
President Lee Myung-bak 
vowed to take “resolute 
countermeasures” and called 
an emergency security meeting 
for Friday. 

The White House called the 
sinking an unacceptable “act 


of aggression” that violated 
international law and the 
1953 truce. U.S. troops in and 
around South Korea remained 
on the same level of alert, said 
Adm. Mike Mullen, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
U.S. State Department 
officials reacted cautiously 
Thursday, refusing to call the 
attack an act of war or state- 
sponsored terror. The Obama 
administration’s tempered 
response was an indication 
of how few options President 
Barack Obama has and how 
volatile the situation is. 
“There’s no interest in seeing 
theKoreanpeninsulaexplode,” 
said P.J. Crowley, U.S. State 
Department spokesman. 
Japanese Prime Minister 
Yukio Hatoyama declared 
his support for South Korea, 
calling North Korea’s actions 
“inexcusable.” 

However, South Korea’s 
options for retaliation are 
limited. 

The armistice prevents Seoul 
from waging a unilateral 
military attack, and South 
Korea would not risk any 
retaliation that could lead 
to war, said North Korea 
expert Yoo Ho-yeol at Korea 
University in Seoul. 

“That could lead to a 
completely uncontrollable 
situation,” he said, noting 
that Seoul and its 10 million 
residents are within striking 
range of North Korea’s 
forward-deployed artillery. 
South Korea and the U.S., 
which has 28,500 troops on 
the peninsula, could hold 
another round of joint military 
exercises in a show of force, 


said Daniel Pinkston, a 
Seoul-based analyst for the 
International Crisis Group 
think tank. 

He also said the military 
will likely improve its early 
warning surveillance abilities 
and anti-submarine warfare 
capabilities to prevent such 
surprise attacks in the future. 
Analysts said Seoul could 
move to punish North Korea 
financially, and Foreign 
Minister Yu Myung-hwan also 
has said Seoul would consider 
taking it to the U.N. Security 
Council. However, the matter 
did not arise Thursday during 
a Security Council meeting on 
Sudan, several ambassadors 
said afterward. 

The impoverished country is 
already suffering from U.N. 
sanctions tightened last year in 
the wake of widely condemned 
nuclear and missile tests. 

Any new Security Council 
action would require backing 
from permanent seat holder 
China, but analyst Koh Yu- 
hwan at Seoul’s Dongguk 
University said Beijing, North 
Korea’s traditional ally and 
backer during the Korean War, 
was unlikely to accept the 
Cheonan investigation report. 
China responded mildly to 
the report, with Vice Foreign 
Minister Cui Tiankai calling 
the sinking “unfortunate” 
and reiterating the need to 
maintain peace on the Korean 
peninsula. 

North Korea is accused of 
waging a slew of attacks on 
South Korea over the years, 
including the 1987 downing 
of a South Korean airliner that 
killed all 115 people on board. 


It has never owned up to the 
attacks, and Seoul has never 
retaliated militarily. 

Since the signing of a 
nonaggression pact in 1991, 
clashes between the North 
and South have focused on the 
waters off their west coast. 
North Korea disputes the 
maritime border drawn 
unilaterally by U.N. forces 
at the close of the Korean 
War, and the area where the 
Cheonan sank has been the 
site of several deadly naval 
clashes, most recently in 
November. 

Pak, the North Korean naval 
official, said his country had no 
reason to sink the Cheonan. 
“Our Korean People’s Army 
was not founded for the 
purpose of attacking others. 
We have no intention of 
striking others first,” he told 
APTN. “Why would we 
attack a ship like the Cheonan, 
which has no relation with us? 
We have no need to strike it, 


and doing so would have no 
meaning for us.” 

Investigators from the five- 
nation team said detailed 
scientific analysis of the 
wreckage, as well as fragments 
recovered from the waters 
where the Cheonan went 
down, point to North Korean 
involvement. 

Torpedo fragments found 
on the seabed “perfectly 
match” the schematics of a 
North Korean-made torpedo 
Pyongyang has tried to sell 
abroad, chief investigator 
Yoon Duk-yong said. A 
serial number on one piece is 
consistent with markings from 
a North Korean torpedo that 
Seoul obtained years earlier, 
he said. 

“The evidence points 
overwhelmingly to the 
conclusion that the torpedo 
was fired by a North 
Korean submarine,” he said. 
“There is no other plausible 
explanation.’Q

Spain: Basque separatist 
leader arrested in France

MADRID (AP) — French police arrested 
the leader of Basque separatist group ETA 
Thursday and his second in command, Spanish 
officials said, calling it an important blow but 
not a death knell for the violent organization. 

It was the sixth arrest of an ETA leader in two 
years. 

Four other people were arrested in the Bayonne 
area in southwest France. 

One is a suspect in ETA’s last killing — the 
shooting of French police officer in a botched 


car robbery outside Paris in March, Interior 
Minister Alfredo Perez Rubalcaba told 
reporters. 

He identified the alleged ETA leader as Mikel 
Kabikoitz Carrera Sarobe and said he was the 
instigator of major ETA bombings last summer 
in Spain, one of which killed two policemen on 
the Mediterranean island of Mallorca. 

“He is the maximum leader of ETA right now. 
He was responsible for its military branch, 
and thus directed the commando units,” Perez 
Rubalcaba said. Carrera Sarobe was ETA’s 
most wanted suspect for Spanish police.□

SEATTLE (AP) — After a years long 
battle to avoid extradition, Canada’s so- 
called Prince of Pot was brought Thursday 


to Seattle, where he is expected to plead 
guilty to a charge that he sold millions of 
marijuana seeds to U.S. customers. 
Canada’s justice minister signed off on Marc 
Emery’s extradition to the United States on 


May 10. Emery was scheduled 
to make an initial appearance 
Thursday afternoon before 
pleading guilty on Monday. 
Emery, 51, of Vancouver, British 
Columbia, claimed to have made 
$3 million a year before his arrest 
in 2005, when a grand jury in 
Seattle indicted him on marijuana 
conspiracy charges. 

His attorney, Richard Troberman, 
said Emery will plead guilty 
to one count of conspiracy 
to manufacture marijuana in 
exchange for an agreed sentence 
of five years in prison. 

To drug officials, Emery was a 
pariah whose pot seeds were used 
in illegal marijuana grows across 
the United States. 

The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration said his seeds have 
been traced to grow operations 
in Indiana, Florida, California, 
Tennessee, Montana, Virginia, 
Michigan, New Jersey and North 
Dakota. 

But his supporters view him as a 
crusader for the use and sale of the 
drug for both its recreational and 


medicinal value. They accused 
the U.S. of launching a politically 
motivated prosecution to silence 
a prominent drug-war opponent, 
and said they were stunned when 
Canadian Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson agreed to extradite 
Emery. 

Emery’s wife, Jodie Emery, led a 
protest march Thursday through 
downtown Vancouver with about 
60 people who waved marijuana- 
leaf flags and shouted, “Free Marc 
Emery!” 

Emery’s Canadian lawyer, Kirk 
Tousaw, said he planned to ask 
U.S. authorities to let his client 
serve his time in a Canadian jail 
under treaty agreements. 

“It’s a dark day for Canada,” he 
said. “Now the fight begins to 
bring him home.” 

Two employees of Emery’s 
cannabis shop, Emery Seeds, 
pleaded guilty in U.S. District 
Court in Seattle last year to 
conspiracy to manufacture 
marijuana. They admitted helping 
take and fill seed orders and were 
sentenced to probation.□ 
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Paintings worth millions stolen from Paris museum

PARIS (AP) — A thief stole 
five paintings valued at more 
than $100 million, including 
major works by Picasso and 
Matisse, in an overnight heist 
Thursday at a Paris modem art 
museum with a broken alarm 
system, officials said. 

The paintings disappeared 
early Thursday from the Paris 
Museum of Modem Art, across 
the Seine River from the Eiffel 
Tower in one of the French 
capital’s most chic and tourist- 
frequented neighborhoods. 
The museum’s alarm system 
had been broken since March 
30 in some rooms, Paris 
Mayor Bertrand Delanoe said 
in a statement. The security 
system operator ordered spare 
parts to fix it but had not yet 
received the equipment from 
the supplier, the statement 
said. 

The museum reopened in 2006 
after spending €15 million 
and three years upgrading its 
security system. 

Christophe Girard, deputy 
culture secretary at Paris City 
Hall, said a single masked 
intmder was caught on a video 
surveillance camera. 
Investigators are trying to 
determine whether the intmder 
was operating alone, Girard 
told reporters, who suggested 
the heist was carried out by 


a very “sophisticated” team 
or individual. He said three 
guards were on duty overnight, 
but “they saw nothing.” 

The intmder entered by 
cutting a padlock on a gate and 
breaking a museum window, 
the Paris prosecutor’s office 
said. 

The prosecutor’s office initially 
estimated the five paintings’ 
total worth at as much as €500 
million ($613 million) but 
later downgraded that to €90 
million ($112 million). Girard 
said the total value was “just 
under 100 million euros.” 

He said “Le pigeon aux 
petits-pois” (“The Pigeon 
with the Peas”) an ochre and 
brown Cubist oil painting by 
Pablo Picasso, was worth an 
estimated €23 million, and “La 
Pastorale” (“Pastoral”), an oil 
painting of nudes on a hillside 
by Henri Matisse about €15 
million. 

The other paintings stolen were 
“L’olivier pres de l’Estaque” 
(“Olive Tree near Estaque”) by 
Georges Braque; “La femme a 
l’eventail” (“Woman with a 
Fan”) by Amedeo Modigliani; 
and “Nature morte aux 
chandeliers” (“Still Life with 
Chandeliers”) by Fernand 
Leger. 

Alice Farren-Bradley of the 
Art Loss Registry in London 
said the Paris theft “appears to 
be one of the biggest” art heists 


ever, considering the estimated 
value, the prominence of the 
artists and the high profile of 
the museum. 

She added, however, that the 
value of the paintings would 
have to be confirmed, as 
museums and art dealers often 
value paintings differently. 

She said it will be “virtually 
impossible” to sell such 
prominent paintings on the 
open market and that typically 
stolen art fetches lower prices 
on the black market. 

“Very often they can be used 
as collateral to broker other 
deals” involving drugs or 
weapons, she said. “They are 
not necessarily going to be 
bought by some great lover of 
the arts.” 

While the thefts are often 
carefully planned, that’s not 
always the case for the next 
step — selling the stolen 
paintings — which is why 
they are often recovered, she 
said. 

Interpol is alerting its national 
bureaus around the world to 
the theft. 

“This is a big theft, that is 
very clear,” Stephane Thefo, 
a specialist at Interpol who 
handles international art 
theft investigation, told The 
Associated Press. “These 
works are of an inestimable 
value.” 

He expressed doubt that one

person could have pulled off 
the theft alone, even if only 
one person was caught on 
camera. 

Red-and-white tape 

surrounded the museum, and 
paper signs on the museum 
doors said it was closed for 
technical reasons. 

On a cordoned-off balcony 
behind the museum, police in 
blue gloves and face masks 
examined the broken window 
and empty frames. The 
paintings appeared to have 
been carefully removed from 
the disassembled frames, not 
sliced out. A security guard at 
the museum said the paintings 
were discovered missing by 
a night watchman just before 
7 a.m. (0500 GMT, 1 a.m. 
Thursday EDT). The guard 


was not authorized to be 
publicly named because of 
museum policy. 

Paris Mayor Bertrand Delanoe 
said in a statement that he was 
“saddened and shocked by this 
theft, which is an intolerable 
attack on Paris’ universal 
cultural heritage.” 

The director of the neighboring 
modern art museum Palais 
de Tokyo, Pierre Comette de 
Saint-Cyr, called the thief or 
thieves “fools.” 

“You cannot do anything with 
these paintings. All countries 
in the world are aware, and 
no collector is stupid enough 
to buy a painting that, one, he 
can’t show to other collectors, 
and two, risks sending him 
to prison,” he said on LCI 
television. □

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. 
- A judge issued a warrant 
Thursday for Lindsay Lohan’s 
arrest after the actress missed 
a mandatory hearing, and 
authorities say she could be 
arrested at the airport when 
she returns from the Cannes 
Film Festival. Bail was set at 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Lohan didn’t seem too worried 
Thursday morning. 

The 23-year-old actress 
partying on a yacht in the 
French Riviera until the 
wee hours, says celebrity 
photographer Phil Ramey, 
who posted the photos on his 
website. 

Lohan was due in court for 
a progress report on her 
probation stemming from 


two arrests in 2007. Her 
attorney, Shawn Chapman 
Holley, said Lohan’s passport 
was stolen while in Cannes 
and she was unable to return 
to Los Angeles in time for 
Thursday’s hearing. 

“She did, in fact, have airline 
tickets,” Holley told the judge. 
“From our standpoint, there 
is a valid reason for her not 
being here today.” 

Holley said Lohan would 
be back in the United States 
by Friday evening. Superior 
Court Judge Marsha Revel 
wasn’t satisfied, saying the 
star has a history of missing 
scheduled appointments. 

“If she wanted to be here, 
it looks to the court that she 
could have been here,” Revel 
said. 

The judge revoked Lohan’s 
probation, issued the arrest 
warrant and imposed several 
conditions should Lohan 
make bail. She will be 
prohibited from drinking any 
alcohol, required to wear an 
alcohol-monitoring bracelet 
and submit to random weekly 
drug testing. 

Los Angeles County Sheriff’s 
spokesman Steve Whitmore 
said outside the courthouse 
Thursday that Lohan could be 
arrested upon her return from 
France. 

“As soon as the person 
is recognized by law 
enforcement, that individual is 
subject to immediate arrest,” 
he said. 

Revel said a formal hearing will 
be held to determine whether 
Lohan is in compliance with 
the court’s conditions. 


No new court dates have 
been set in the matter, said 
Jane Robison, spokeswoman 
for the Los Angeles County 
district attorney’s office. 
Deputy District Attorney 
Danette Meyers said she 
would like to see proof that 
Lohan had purchased an 
airline ticket that would have 
gotten her back to Los Angeles 
in time for the hearing, as her 
attorney claimed. 

“If she doesn’t have a ticket, 
she’s snubbing her nose at the 
court,” Meyers said. 

Lohan has been on 
probation since August 
2007 after pleading guilty to 
misdemeanor drug charges 
and no contest to three driving 
charges. 

The plea came after a pair 
of high-profile arrests earlier 
that year. 

Despite spending 84 minutes 
in jail and performing 
mandatory service at the 
county morgue, Lohan has 
struggled repeatedly with 
the terms of her sentence. In 
October, a judge extended her 
probation for another year 
but a prosecutor warned the 
actress she faced jail time if 
she violated her probation. 

The extension was the 
third time Lohan escaped 
punishment after her alcohol- 
education program notified 
the court the actress had 
violated its rules. Two of the 
instances were described as 
misunderstandings; the third 
was chalked up to a busy work 
schedule. 

In February, Revel said 
Lohan was making “good 
progress” toward completing 
her probation. Court records 
do not indicate that Lohan has 
ever failed a drug or alcohol 
test. 

In a video posted online on the 
celebrity website Hollywood. 
TV Monday, Lohan says she’s 
“been in compliance more 
than ever” with the terms 
of her probation and could 
complete the required alcohol- 
education classes in “about 
two and a half weeks.” 
Speaking to the media after 
the hearing, Holley said that 
Lohan has completed 10 of the 
13 required alcohol-education 
classes. She said the actress 
went to Cannes to work on a 
movie, adding that, “It’s her 
job.” □

Marley helps Nas get out 
of comfort zone on new CD

NEW YORK - Nas and Damian Marley had one goal in mind 
when they announced their collaborative album two years ago 
— finishing it. 

So they stopped work on their own solo projects, and built a 
chart to assess the progress of their work while discussing topics 
like poverty, ancestry and leadership. 

“It just meant so much to me,” Nas said of the CD. 

The result is “Distant Relatives,” released this week. It’s a 
socially conscious, African-themed record that was produced 
entirely by Damian and Stephen Marley. Nas, 36, said working 
on an album without his usual suspects got him out of his comfort 
zone. “To change it up so kind of drastically from when you talk 
about hip-hop producers who only do hip-hop, and then go to 
work with D, it’s like a whole new experience and I was just 
excited for the challenge.” 

Marley, 31, said the process taught him “how to do production 
for an artist other than myself.” Nas, who’s released nine of his 
own CDs, said he trusted Marley’s vision for the project. 

“I’d be done with my work for the day and then come back the 
next day and then hear something else added and be like, 6 Wow, 
that’s perfect right there,”’ he recalled. 

The performers hope the disc — which features Lil Wayne, Joss 
Stone and Somali-born rapper K’naan — will unite cultures and 
inform listeners of their African roots. 

“We’re dealing with a family issue with this album ... and 
nobody’s excluded when we say ‘Distant Relatives.’ We’re 
talking about everybody—white, black, Asian, Indian, whatever 
you are, you’re our family with this one,” Nas said. 

“If you can accept the truth, once and for all, that can help to kind 
of cure you of your sickness, you know, with your racism and 
your corrupt politics, and your greed. You think about people 
for a change, and you think of those people as your family. And 
it’s a good time right now to talk about that,” he continued. 
Marley and Nas, who will begin an international tour this month 
to support “Distant Relatives,” are also interested in creating a 
sophomore album as a duo. 

Nas, who debuted in 1994 and is known as one of hip-hop’s top 
lyricists, says he’s sometimes unsure about his future in music. 
“When we think that we’re just starting to get a name in the 
game, they’re artists that have been around a lot longer than us 
who are in their 60s and 70s, who have huge tours and do great 
humanitarian work. I look at them and (ask), ‘What will I do?”’ 
he wondered. 

“I remember thinking, ‘Oh man, I won’t be rapping forever.’ 
But the reality of it is ...” 

Marley interjects with a laugh and said: “You just might be.” 
Added Nas: “There’s a good chance.’Q

NEW YORK - Stocks 
plunged again Thursday as 
more investors woke up to 
the possibility that economic 
problems such as Europe’s 
debt crisis might spread 
around the world and stop the 
growing recovery in the U.S. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 376 points, its 
biggest one-day point drop 
since February 2009, and 
all the major indexes were 
down well over 3 percent. 
Meanwhile, interest rates fell 
sharply in the Treasury market 
as investors once again sought 
the safety of U.S. government 
debt. 

With Thursday’s drop, the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 
index, considered the best 
indicator of the stock market’s 
performance, is down almost 
12 percent from its 2010 high 
close of 1,217.28, reached 
April 23. That means the 
market is officially in what’s 
called a correction, a drop of 
10 percent or more from a 
recent high. This is the first 
correction since stock indexes 
hit 12-year lows in March last 
year. The fact it has occurred 
in just 19 trading days shows 
how anxious traders are right 


now. 

Analysts said there was no 
big event to set off Thursday’s 
selling. More investors seemed 
to be grasping the possibility 
that the U.S. recovery could 
be in jeopardy.

Fading of inflation helps buyers and borrowers

WASHINGTON - It’s a good time to buy a car 
or refinance a mortgage, thanks to super-low 
inflation and interest rates. 

Invest in a savings account? Forget it. 
Consumer inflation has all but disappeared, the 
government reported Wednesday. The Federal 
Reserve may now be emboldened to keep 
interest rates at record lows well into next year 
— and possibly into 2012. 

As a result, banks’ prime lending rate will stay 
at its lowest point in decades. That figure is 
used to peg rates on credit cards, home equity 
loans, some adjustable-rate mortgages and other 
consumer loans. Rates on fixed-rate mortgages 
remain low, too, thanks to a growing belief that 
the Fed will further delay any rate hike. 

So what do persistent low inflation and record- 
low rates mean for consumers? 

• The time is right to buy a car. New-car prices 
were flat in April. And they’ve fallen 1 percent 
over the past 12 months. Big banks are offering 
super-low rates in the 3 percent to 4 percent 
range, says Greg McBride, senior financial 
analyst at Bankrate.com. Normally, such rates 
are available only to companies, not individuals, 
McBride says. 

• For homeowners who qualify, it’s a good time 
to refinance. The average rate on a 30-year fixed 
rate mortgage dipped this week to the lowest 
rate of the year — 4.84 percent, down from 
4.93 percent a week earlier. Homeowners who 
took out adjustable-rate loans at 4.5 percent in 
2005 are now seeing their rates fall to 3 percent 
to 3.25 percent, McBride says. As a result, they 


have extra cash to spend. 

• People planning to drive to a vacation getaway 
won’t pay as much. Gasoline prices fell sharply 
in April — 2.4 percent. Analysts expect further 
declines this summer because crude oil prices 
have fallen nearly 20 percent since April. 

• Shoppers who want to update their summer 
wardrobes, and those hankering for cakes and 
cookies, are in luck. Prices for clothing and 
baked goods dropped in April and are down 
sharply over the past year. Soaring prices for 
cotton and other fibers make it likely that 
clothing prices will rise in the next year. 

Yet for savers, the prospect of persistent record- 
low rates is a downer. It means no relief from 
puny returns any time soon. The average yield 
on a one-year certificate of deposit has sunk to 
0.7 percent, according to Bankrate.com. That’s 
the lowest since Bankrate starting tracking the 
figure in 1983. Rates hovered as high as 5.5 
percent around 2000, according to Bankrate. 
Unlike everyone else, savers won’t benefit 
until the Fed starts boosting interest rates. Yet 
prospects for the Fed to start pushing up rates in 
the fourth quarter of the year seem to be fading. 
More economists now think an increase won’t 
happen until next year at the earliest. 

What’s keeping inflation so low that the Fed 
can hold rates down without fear of igniting 
prices? Fots of slack in the economy: Factories 
and other businesses are operating well below 
full throttle. Workers are getting meager raises, 
or none at all. And companies are wary of 
jacking up prices because many consumers 
aren’t spending freely — and they have no 
plans to.Q

Armstrong denies new doping accusations

MIAMI (AP) — Disgraced U.S. cyclist Floyd Landis revealed 
new cheating allegations in a series of messages to sponsors 
and officials, alleging that former teammate Lance Armstrong 
not only joined him in doping but taught others how to beat the 
system and paid an official to keep a failed test quiet. 

Landis admitted for the first time what had long been suspected 
— that he was guilty of doping for several years before being 
stripped of his 2006 Tour de France title. 

His fresh accusations, contained in e-mails sent last month, 
prompted Armstrong to hold an impromptu press conference 
on Thursday before he began the fifth stage of the Tour of 
California in Visalia. “If you said, ‘Give me one word to sum 
this all up,’ credibility,” the seven-time Tour de France winner 
said. “Floyd lost his credibility a long time ago. 

“We have nothing to hide. We have nothing to run from,” said 
Armstrong, who later quit the race after crashing just outside 
of Visalia, California. Team spokesman Philippe Maertens told 
The Associated Press that Armstrong got stitches in the left 
elbow and under the left eye. 

Though Landis lost his title, he denied cheating until now, and 
his recent e-mails detail his blood doping. 

“I want to clear my conscience,” Landis told ESPN.com. “I 
don’t want to be part of the problem any more.” 

He claims that Armstrong and longtime coach Johan Bruyneel 
paid an International Cycling Union official to cover-up a test in 
2002 after Armstrong purportedly tested positive for the blood¬ 
boosting drug EPO. The UCI, however, denied changing or 
concealing a positive test result.

The cyclists were on a two- 
lane road outside Visalia a few 
miles into the race when a rider 
in the main group skidded on 
some gravel and fell, causing 
others, including Armstrong, 
to crash. Armstrong resumed 
riding but had to quit the race 
because of his injuries. 

“I tried to give it a go but 
my eye was swollen so I 
couldn’t see properly and the 
pain in the elbow prevented 
me from holding the bars for 
the remainder of the stage,” 
Armstrong said. “It was a 
relief to learn there were no 
breaks. I will take a few days 
to recover and be on the bike 
as soon as possible.”□ 


Thomas retires as a Dolphin

MIAMI - Zach Thomas got 
the idea Wednesday, thinking 
maybe he could sign a one- 
day contract with the Miami 
Dolphins and retire as part of 
the franchise. 

His agent asked the Dolphins. 
Thomas got his answer within 
minutes. 

So on Thursday, Thomas 
signed a one-day contract, 
officially worth $1 — but in 
actuality, worth so much more 
to Thomas, who long lamented 
not getting the chance to say 
a proper farewell when the 
Dolphins released him two 
years ago. 

With that, he finally said good¬ 
bye. 

“I’m a little bit nervous right 
now,” Thomas said at the 
team’s training facility in 
Davie, Fla. “More nervous 


than any game I ever played.” 
Only a fifth-round draft pick 
out of Texas Tech in 1996, 
Thomas became a star during 
12 seasons with the Dolphins. 
He was one of the faces of 
the franchise along with the 
likes of Dan Marino and Jason 
Taylor, who became Thomas’ 
brother-in-law. 

Thomas had 1,038 tackles, 19 
1/2 sacks and 17 interceptions 
in 168 games for the Dolphins, 
and he was chosen for seven 
Pro Bowls. 

“As the team’s owner, I want 
to welcome him back to the 
Dolphins and I certainly hope 
he continues to make his 
presence felt,” Stephen Ross 
said. “He’s a great role model 
for our players and we’re 
proud of everything he has 
done throughout his career to 
represent this franchise. He 
gave his heart and soul to this 


team, and we all were better 
for it.” 

He spent the 2008 season with 
the Dallas Cowboys, then 
was in camp last year with 
Kansas City, which released 
Thomas before the season 
after unspecified injury issues. 
He didn’t play again. 

“The game has been good to 
me,” said Thomas, who was 
joined by several friends and 
family, agents Drew and Jason 
Rosenhaus, his wife Maritza 
and their 4 1/2-month-old 
son. 

Like his final season, Thomas’ 
stay with the Dolphins also 
ended after an injury. 

One of the NFL’s most 
durable players for more than 
a decade, Thomas appeared in 
just five Miami games in 2007 
after his car was rear-ended, 
creating a whiplash injury that 
caused him to suffer migraines

lakers hold off Suns, take two-game West finals lead

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
The Los Angeles Lakers 
are halfway to another NBA 
finals series after a 124-112 
victory over the Phoenix 
Suns on Wednesday gave 
them a 2-0 lead in the 
Western Conference finals. 
Pau Gasol scored 14 of 
his 29 points in the fourth 
quarter, and Kobe Bryant 
had 21 points and 13 assists 
as the Lakers roared away 
in the final minutes. 

Ron Artest scored 18 points 
for Los Angeles, which 
won its eighth straight 
playoff game and moved 
within striking distance of 
a tantalizing NBA finals 
showdown with the Boston 
Celtics, who lead Orlando 
2-0 in the East. For the 
second straight game, the 
chants rained down from 
the Staples Center crowd in 
the final minutes: “We want 
Boston!” 

The Lakers remained 
unbeaten at home in the 
postseason despite a much- 
improved effort from the 
Suns, who lost the opener 
by 21 points. Phoenix tied 
it at 90-90 heading to the 
final period, but Gasol and 
Bryant flawlessly led the 
Lakers to another high- 
scoring victory. 

“We’ve been able to play 
both styles of basketball,” 
Los Angeles coach Phil 
Jackson said. “We like to 
control the pace, but we 
feel comfortable if it’s an 
accelerated pace.” 

The Lakers certainly seem 
to be accelerating the Suns’ 
exit from the playoffs after 


hitting better than 5 7 percent 
of their shots and scoring a 
jaw-dropping 252 points in 
the first two games. 

Game 3 is Sunday in 
Phoenix. But unless the 
Suns figure out a way 
to stop Los Angeles’ 
versatile, poised offense, 
the Lakers and Celtics 
could be just a few days 
away from another chapter 
in their storied rivalry. 
“We can’t slow them 
down,” Phoenix coach 
Alvin Gentry said. “We 
played well offensively, 
but every time we tried to 
make an adjustment to slow 
them down offensively, 
they would go somewhere 
else. There’s a good reason 
they’re the world champs, 
but we’ll keep plugging 
away, keep trying.” 
Los Angeles has lost only 
one best-of-seven playoff 
series in franchise history 
after taking a 2-0 lead, 
winning the other 41. The 
15-time champions haven’t 
won eight straight games in 
the same postseason since 
their famous one-loss run 
through the 2001 playoffs. 
The crowd booed Amare 
Stoudemire, who on 
Tuesday belittled Lamar 
Odom’s 19-point, 19- 
rebound performance in the 
opener as “a lucky game.” 
Stoudemire appeared 
determined to back up his 
words with aggression, 
finishing with 18 points 
and six rebounds while 
Odom had 17 points and 
11 boards in another 
superb game off the bench. 
Grant Hill scored 14 of his 
23 points in the third quarter

while Phoenix erased a 
14-point deficit, playing 
with more efficiency and 
aggression than in Game 1.

“We’re a little confused, maybe just as 
confused as you guys,” Armstrong said, 
with Bruyneel by his side. “The timeline 
is off, year by year.” 

Landis also implicated other cyclists, 
including longtime Armstrong confidant 
George Hincapie and Olympic medalist 
Levi Leipheimer — both Americans — 
and acknowledged using human growth 
hormone starting in 2003. The Wall Street 
Journal reported another e-mail from 
Landis also linked another top American 
racer, Dave Zabriskie, to doping. 

“Look forward to much more detail as 
soon as you can demonstrate that you can 
be trusted to do the right thing,” Landis 
wrote in the e-mail to Johnson. 

Landis said he was asked at one point to 
stay in an apartment where Armstrong 
was living and check the temperature in a 


refrigerator where blood was being stored 
for future transfusions. “Mr. Armstrong 
was planning on being gone for a few 
weeks to train he asked me to stay in his 
place and make sure the electricity didn’t 
turn off or something go wrong with the 
refrigerator,” Landis wrote. 

Hincapie said he was “really disappointed” 
by the allegations. Jim Ochowicz, a former 
top USA Cycling official — who was 
also implicated by Landis — defended 
himself and Hincapie. “These allegations 
are not true, absolutely unfounded and 
unproven,” said Ochowicz, now the 
president of BMC Racing, Hincapie’s 
current team. “This is disappointing to 
anyone who works in the sport or is a fan 
of the sport.” Johnson said USA Cycling 
would not comment about Landis ’ series of 
e-mails, citing its policy on not discussing 
“doping allegations, investigations or any 
aspect of an adjudication process.” 


The U.S. Anti-Doping Agency also 
declined comment for similar reasons, 
and Landis did not respond to messages 
left by The AR 

More accusations from Landis could 
be coming, however. In his e-mail to 
Johnson, Landis indicated he has several 
diaries detailing other experiences. 

“I’ve always known Floyd as an angry 
person ... somebody who’s basically 
angry with the world,” Bruyneel said. 
“To me it sounds like he just wants to 
drag down people who are still there and 
enjoying this.” 

Until about 2005, Armstrong worked 
extensively with Michele Ferrari, an 
Italian doctor who was linked to numerous 
doping issues, but was cleared by an 
appeals court in 2006. Landis claimed 
Ferrari extracted “half a liter of blood” 
from him in 2002, so he could have it 
transfused during the Tour de France.□ 
















Nadal ready to challenge lor 5th French Open title

PARIS (AP) — Rafael Nadal 
sauntered through a hotel 
lobby in the center of town on 
Thursday, a bounce in his step 
and a black watch worth more 
than $400,000 strapped to his 
left wrist. 

The gait is noteworthy because 
Nadal’s much-scrutinized 
knees are doing quite well 
— they “are in a very good 
moment,” is the way he put 
it. The timepiece, crafted by 
luxury watchmaker Richard 
Mille with Nadal’s input, is 
noteworthy because he plans 
to wear it while playing at 
the French Open. Paris in the 
springtime usually is Nadal’s 
time to shine: He won the title 
each of the first four years he 
entered the clay-court Grand 
Slam tournament. In 2009, 
though, a busy schedule and 
battered knees took their toll 
on the Spaniard, who lost at 
Roland Garros for the only 
time in 32 matches there. 

Now Nadal aims to start a 
new winning streak at the 
French Open, which begins 
on Sunday. “I wanted a lot 
to be here, and I (am). It’s 
a personal satisfaction for 
me,” Nadal said on Thursday, 
shortly after flying to France 
from his home in Spain, 
“because I worked a lot to win 
another time.”

All signs indicate that he is 
ready to do just that. After 
going 11 months without a 
tournament title, he’s won 
three in a row. After dealing 
with leg and abdominal 
injuries last year, when Nadal 
did not defend his Wimbledon 
title, he is healthy. 

Arriving at Roland Garros a 
year ago, Nadal could not flex 
his knees and was in a lot of 
pain, Toni Nadal, Rafael’s 
uncle and coach, said on 
Thursday. 

And now? 


“At the moment, good 
enough,” Toni Nadal said. 
That appears to be something 
of an understatement. His 
nephew is 15-0 on clay in 
2010, becoming the first man 
to win at Monte Carlo, Rome 
and Madrid in the same season 

— a trio of Masters titles Nadal 
called “more than a dream.” 
That run was capped by a 
victory over Roger Federer in 
last weekend’s Madrid final, 
their first matchup in a year. 
That is one reason why Nadal 

— rather than defending 


champion and top-ranked 
Federer — is viewed as the 
man to beat at the French 
Open. 

Another: Nadal has a 14-7 
record against Federer, 10-2 
on clay. And yet one more: 
Federer has won only six of 
nine matches on the slow, red 
dirt this year. Then again, as 
Federer explained: “Rafa’s 
and my clay-court seasons 
are decided at the French 
Open, and not before. It’s 
unfortunately — or fortunately 
— like that.” 


While third-ranked Novak 
Djokovic or fourth-ranked 
Andy Murray might argue 
differently, Federer and Nadal 
would seem to be on course 
for yet another No. 1 vs. No. 2 
final at Roland Garros; Nadal 
beat Federer in the 2006, 
2007 and 2008 finales. It is 
significant that Juan Martin 
del Potro, the lanky Argentine 
with the massive forehand 
who upset Federer in last 
year’s U.S. Open final a few 
months after nearly knocking 
him off in the French Open 
semifinals, is sidelined after 
wrist surgery. 

The women’s tournament, 
in contrast, appears to be 
more wide open, with nine 
players having shared the 
WTA’s most recent nine red- 
clay tournament titles. Sisters 
Serena and Venus Williams 
are back at Nos. 1-2 in the 
rankings for the first time 
since May 2003; Justine 
Henin returns to the site 
of four of her seven Grand 
Slam titles after coming out 
of a 1 !4-year retirement; 
defending champion Svetlana 
Kuznetsova is in a serious 
slump. Federer long ago 
proved himself skilled on all 
of tennis’ surfaces, and his 
breakthrough title at the 2009 
French Open made him only 
the sixth man with a career 
Grand Slam.Q

Pozzato became the first Italian to win a stage 
at the 2010 Giro d’ltalia after taking the 12th 
stage in a sprint finish Thursday.

The volcanic ash cloud from to wreak havoc for European 


air transportation, but despite 
everything the effects for the 
Caribbean bound flights are 
limited. 

According to the World Radio 
Netherlands, thousands of 
passengers were stranded 
again in Schiphol, Amsterdam, 
which eventually had to shut 
down for seven hours. 
However, Caribbean airlines 
like the Suriname company 
SLM was able to reroute 
its passengers through the 
Maastricht airport that because 
of its location in the southern tip 
of the Netherlands continued 


to be operationable Curasao 
and Aruba-bound combined 
flight from KLM was delayed 
by a few hours, but passengers 
were able to board later on 
without any problems. KLM 
in fact did not have to arrange 
for additional flights. 

It is not yet not clear whether 
flights from the Caribbean to 
Amsterdam were hampered 
because of the ash cloud. 

The economy airline Arkefly 
did cancel its combined flight 
from Amsterdam to Curasao 
and Aruba, but says it would 
not deploy any additional 


flights. The company says 
it would work creatively to 
handle with the situation, for 
instance by combining flights 
to and from Mexico.

Analyst Randall Croes on Euro volatility 
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Aruba is now an expensive destination 

for European travelers 


ORANJESTAD — Aruba 
increased its marketing 
fund in order to attract more 
visitors from the European 
countries, particularly 
the Euro zone. Yet, the 
volatility of the Euro, 
as a result of the Greece 
crisis made it a little more 
difficult to reach the goal of 
becoming a major vacation 
destination for Europeans. 
The bail out of Greece led 
to a devaluation of the Euro 
versus the dollar, and that 
has major consequences for 
Aruba as well, according to 
analyst Randall Croes. 

Not only has Aruba 
become more expensive 
for Europeans to travel 
here, Croes said that we 
have to be aware that 
European attractions are 
now competing with us 
for the US tourism market. 
The Euro is suddenly 
more affordable for many 
Americans, something that 
has not been the case for 
many years. 

Since its inception, the 


Euro increase in value as 
compared to the dollar, 
reaching a top of 50 percent. 
But now, the developments 
of recent months brought 
down the value with 20 
percent. And even though 
the import of European 
products is now less 
expensive, this development 
will not be in the benefit of 
the island, Croes believes. 
The reason why the Euro has 
lost some of its power is due 
to lack of trust of investors, 
who normally buy large 
sums in government bonds 
from European countries. 
However, European Union 
members Greece, Spain and 
Portugal, and eventually 
even England have been 
struggling with higher 
budgetary deficits in ratio 
to their Gross Domestic 
Product. 

European leaders have 
decided to take drastic steps 
to prevent the collapse of 
the Euro, but it will take a 
lot of time and sacrifices 
for the Greek economy 


to recover, for instance. 
The recovery of Greece, 
and also the prevention 
of collapses in Spain and 
Portugal are essential for 
the entire European Union, 
as it will certainly affect the 
economies of other, stronger 
countries like Germany and 
France. 

This uncertain period will 
continue to have an effect 
on the volatility of the Euro, 
which will require a strong 
and hard foundation in 
order to be able to rebound, 
Croes illustrates. 

And that is not yet the case, 
and therefore, people can 
continue expect a yoyo 
effect for the Euro. “The 
value has continued to 
go down, because people 
remain nervous,” he 
explains. 

Randall Croes is of the 
opinion that time is of 
essence. He thinks that 
it will take another three 
months for the markets to 
‘adjust’ to the new situation 
and the dust will eventually

settle. By then, the Euro will 
again stabilize, reaching a 
exchange factor of 1 Euro to 
1.10 or 1.20 US dollars. “It 
won’t be more than that,” 
Croes says. 

Moreover, the dollar itself 
continues to be under 
pressure because of the 
huge deficits in the US. But 
now, it seems the European 


situation has caught up with 
the US (in the bad sense 
of the word) financially, 
which means that there 
are trillions of dollars 
circulating around the 
world seeking investments 
in US companies, instead of 
European stocks and bonds,

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New strategy may be last shot to get rid of polio

GENEVA - For years, the 
world has been on the brink of 
wiping out polio, the deadly 
disease that can paralyze and 
kill children. 

At the World Health 


Organization’s annual meeting 
of health ministers this week, 
experts are unveiling what they 
describe as a new strategy to 
get rid of the feared disease. 
But others say there is little 
new and that if this effort fails, 
there are serious questions 


about whether to continue the 
campaign should be raised. 
Some experts say eradicating 
polio is impossible and should 
be abandoned. With a new 
target of stopping the virus 
by the end of 2012, this may 
be WHO and partners’ best 
chance to get rid of polio 
before donors run out of 
money and patience. 

Since WHO, the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, UNICEF and 
Rotary International set out to 
eradicate polio in 1988, they 
have come tantalizingly close. 
By 2003, cases had dropped 
by more than 99 percent. But 
progress has stalled since and 
several deadlines have been 
missed. 

Polio has virtually disappeared 
from theWest but is entrenched 
in a handful of countries, 
namely Afghanistan, India, 


CDC: look before you leap into dirty public pools

ATLANTA - You might want to look before 
you leap into a public swimming pool this 
summer. 

A new government report shows one in eight 
public swimming pools were shut down two 
years ago because of dirty water or other 
problems, like missing safety equipment. 
Kiddie pools were most likely to be the germiest, 
from fecal matter and improper chlorination. 
The report is based on more than 120,000 
inspections of public swimming pools in 
2008, including those in parks and hotels. It’s 
the largest study of the topic ever done by the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, 
which released the report Thursday. 

Each year, there are about 15 or 20 outbreaks 
from stomach bugs blamed on pools, the 
CDC said. Studies suggest a quarter of them 
are caused by bacteria, viruses or parasites 
that should have been killed by proper pool 
treatment and chlorination. 

Fecal particles are a common factor, especially 
in kiddie pools and fountains where children 
frolic. But urine is also a problem: It contains 
nitrogen that eats up chlorine in pool water, 
depleting the supply. Sweat and suntan lotion 
have the same effect. 

And about one in five adults admit they have 
peed in the pool, according to a survey of 


1,000 Americans done last year for a chemical 
industry advisory group, the Water Quality and 
Health Council. 

Reports of pool-related illness have been on 
the upswing for much of the last decade, but 
it’s not clear whether conditions are worse or 
whether there’s more awareness and testing, 
said Michele Hlavsa, chief of the CDC’s 
swimming pool program. 

“We definitely need to focus on improving pool 
operations,” she added. 

Before you go swimming, the CDC suggests 
buying test kits from hardware stores and 
checking the water at public pools. Health 
officials also say people who’ve had diarrhea 
shouldn’t swim; and everyone should avoid 
swallowing pool water. 

The inspections were done in 13 states, and 
pool regulations and reporting varied. The 
CDC report did not give a breakdown of pool 
closures from water quality problems or other 
issues, such as missing life rings or other safety 
equipment. 

The CDC did a similar study in 2002 in 
five states. That smaller study found 1 in 12 
inspections resulted in immediate closure. 
Neither has enough data to give a precise 
picture of the nation as a whole. 

The new study is published in a CDC 
publication, Morbidity and Mortality Weekly 
Report. □ 


Nigeria and Pakistan. The 
disease mostly hits children 
under five and is spread via 
dirty water. WHO’s new 
strategy targets problems 
in each country, provides 
more WHO monitoring, like 
more teleconferences, and 
holds governments more 
accountable. New outbreak 
response plans are also in 
place. Still, it is uncertain if 
more WHO oversight—which 
countries are free to ignore — 
will make a difference. 

Others said WHO has always 
tailored programs to focus on 
local problems in different 
countries. 

“I’m not sure how the new 
strategy differs from the 
ones adopted in 2007, 2004, 
and 1999,” said Dr. Donald 
Henderson, who headed 
WHO’s smallpox eradication 
program. He said the strategy’s 
main elements have mostly all 
been seen before. 

Polio cases fell sharply last 
year and experts are optimistic 


they may have turned a corner, 
though the disease’s high 
season hasn’t yet hit. 

Dr. Paul Adovohepke, who 
heads UNICEF’s polio team 
in Nigeria, said rumours 
about the vaccine’s safety 
— which resulted in a year¬ 
long suspension of polio 
campaigns in 2003 — seem 
to have subsided. He has seen 
Nigerians ask vaccinators to 
go into their homes to give 
the polio vaccine to their kids. 
“(That) was not possible in 
2003,” he said. 

But recent surprises, like an 
outbreak in Tajikistan, which 
had been free of the disease for 
years, show how unpredictable 
the effort remains. WHO says 
it is still possible to get rid 
of polio and that to give up 
now would set loose a deadly 
virus. 

“You don’t eradicate polio 
from 124 countries by doing 
it wrong,” said Dr. Bruce 
Aylward, who directs WHO’s 
polio department. □

Is it really an artificial life 
form? 

The inventors call it the 
world’s first synthetic cell, 
although this initial step is 
more a re-creation of existing 
life — changing one simple 
type of bacterium into another 
— than a built-from-scratch 
kind. 

But Maryland genome¬ 


mapping pioneer J. Craig 
Venter said his team’s 
project paves the way for the 
ultimate, much harder goal: 
designing organisms that work 
differently from the way nature 
intended for a wide range of 
uses. Already he’s working 
with ExxonMobil in hopes of 
turning algae into fuel. 

“This is the first self- 
replicating species we’ve had 
on the planet whose parent 
is a computer,” Venter told 
reporters. 

And the report, being published 
Friday in the journal Science, 
is triggering excitement in 
this growing field of synthetic 
biology. 

“It’s been a long time coming, 
and it was worth the wait,” said 
Dr. George Church, a Harvard 
Medical School genetics 
professor. “It’s a milestone 
that has potential practical 
applications.” 

Scientists for years have 
moved single genes and even 
large chunks of DNA from 
one species to another. At 
his J. Craig Venter Institute 
in Rockville, Md., and San 
Diego, Venter’s team aimed 
to go further. A few years ago, 
the researchers transplanted 
an entire natural genome 
— the genetic code — of one 
bacterium into another and 
watched it take over, turning a 
goat germ into a cattle germ. 
Next, the researchers built 
from scratch another, smaller 
bacterium’s genome, using 
off-the-shelf laboratory-made 
DNA fragments. 

Friday’s report combines those 


two achievements to test a 
big question: Could synthetic 
DNA really take over and 
drive a living cell? Somehow, 
it did. 

“This is transforming life 
totally from one species into 
another by changing the 
software,” said Venter, using 
a computer analogy to explain 
the DNA’s role. 

The researchers picked two 
species of a simple germ 
named Mycoplasma. First, 
they chemically synthesized 
the genome of M. mycoides, 
that goat germ, which with 
1.1 million “letters” of DNA 
was twice as large as the germ 
genome they’d previously 
built. 

Then they transplanted it into 
a living cell from a different 
Mycoplasma species, albeit a 
fairly close cousin. 

At first, nothing happened. 
The team scrambled to find out 
why, creating a genetic version 
of a computer proofreading 
program to spell-check the 
DNA fragments they’d pieced 
together. 

They found that a typo in the 
genetic code was rendering 
the manmade DNA inactive, 
delaying the project three 
months to find and restore that 
bit. 

“It shows you how accurate it 
has to be, one letter out of a 
million,” Venter said. 

That fixed, the transplant 
worked. The recipient cell 
started out with synthetic DNA 
and its original cytoplasm, but 
the new genome “booted up” 
that cell to start producing 


only proteins that normally 
would be found in the copied 
goat germ. 

The researchers had tagged 
the synthetic DNA to be able 
to tell it apart, and checked as 
the modified cell reproduced 
to confirm that new cells 
really looked and behaved like 
M. mycoides. 

“All elements in the cells 
after some amount of time 
can be traced to this initial 
artificial DNA. That’s a 
great accomplishment,” said 
biological engineer Ron Weiss 
of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. 

Even while praising 
the accomplishment 
“biomolecular engineering of 
the highest order,” declared 
David Deamer of the 
University of California, Santa 
Cruz — many specialists say 
the work hasn’t yet crossed 
the line of truly creating new 
life from scratch. 

It’s partially synthetic, some 
said, because Venter’s team 
had to stick the manmade 
genetic code inside a living 
cell from a related species. 
That cell was more than just a 
container; it also contained its 
own cytoplasm — the liquid 
part. 

In other words, the synthetic 
part was “running on the 
‘hardware’ of the modern 
cell,” University of Southern 
Denmark physics professor 
Steen Rasmussen wrote in 
the journal Nature, which on 
Thursday released essays of 
both praise and caution from 
eight leaders in the field. □

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Primary Politics

The first rule of primary elections is that they are completely 
different from general elections. What it takes to win a 
primary is often exactly the opposite of what it takes to win 
a general, which is why potentially strong general election 
candidates are often especially weak primary candidates, 
and vice versa. 

California Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger may be the most 
obvious case in point: Republican primary voters would 
never have picked him over a more conservative choice. He 
initially won in an “open” recall ballot, which is one reason 
he is sponsoring a referendum on next month’s California 
primary ballot to make all primaries open. 

General election voters might not have cared so much that 
former President George W. Bush was Sen. Arlen Specter’s 
best friend until a year ago. But Neil Oxman’s brilliant ad 
for Rep. Joe Sestak, D-Pa., reminding Democratic Party 
members that Specter only joined the party to save his job, 
may go down as the best ad of this season. 

Add to that the fact that any Democratic woman over 40 will 
never forget Specter’s merciless 1991 grilling of Anita Hill 
(to save his seat in 1992), and you have a recipe for primary 
disaster. Specter might have been able to beat a Republican 
in a general election, but he could not beat a real Democrat 
in a Democratic primary. 

Some commentators may try to play primary day as a 
referendum on the Obama presidency and the Democratic 
Congress, but that hardly explains ophthalmologist Rand 
Paul’s victory in Kentucky. Running against the man 
handpicked by Minority Leader and Kentucky Sen. Mitch 
McConnell, and endorsed by no less a Republican hero than 
former Vice President Dick Cheney, Dr. Paul’s tea party 
steamrolled across the state. 

Of course, the tea party movement had, and has, the power 
to influence elections. Even if they number “only” 18 
percent, as some polls suggest, that’s a major movement 
in Republican primaries. But 18 percent is a lot less in a 
general election, where 100 percent of the electorate is 
eligible to vote. Whether the tea party-backed Paul is the 
strongest Republican to run in November remains to be 
seen. My guess is that he is not. 

If there is a theme coming out of this week’s primaries, it is 
the familiar one — that contested primaries favor insurgent 
candidacies. Blanche Lincoln is in trouble from the left 
in the primary, but both she and her Democratic rival are 
trailing their conservative opponent in the general election 
match-up. □ 
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Elena Kagan and Hie case for 
an elitist Supreme Court

New York - The announcement of Solicitor 
General Elena Kagan’s nomination to fill 
the US Supreme Court seat being vacated 
by Justice John Paul Stevens has prompted 
a familiar complaint. 

Ms. Kagan, so the argument goes, is a 
member of a small, well-educated elite; 
and as a product of the best schools, she is 
unrepresentative of the vast majority of the 
American people. 

Arguments such as this one surface with 
some regularity in American politics, and 
it’s most often heard as a cry from the 
right. 

Elena Kagan: What question would you like 
to ask her?However, today’s conservatives 
would do well to refresh their memories 
and take a few cues from such luminaries 
of American conservative thought as 
Alexander Hamilton or John Adams. 
Indeed, criticism of Kagan’s elitism sounds 
more like the complaints of the Anti- 
Federalist opponents of the Constitution 
than they do its Federalist defenders. 
Among the fears raised by the Anti- 
Federalists more than 200 years ago, two 
recently revived during the debate over the 
Kagan nomination stand out: 

If Kagan were approved, the new federal 
government would be dominated by the 
well educated, and the federal courts would 
be populated by judges of a legalistic caste 
of mind out of touch with the lives of 
ordinary Americans. 

These arguments were taken to their 
absurd conclusion in the New York State 
constitutional ratification convention in 
1788. 

As one Federalist wrote about his Anti- 
Federalist opponents, “the gentleman, 
sensible of the weakness of this reasoning, 
is obliged to fortify it by having recourse to 
the phantom aristocracy.” 

If government were not to be populated by 
citizens drawn from the ranks of “the wise, 
the learned, and those eminent for their 
talents or great virtues,” who would be fit 
to serve? 

The most famous, or perhaps infamous, 
invocation of this Anti-Federalist idea 
in modem American politics occurred 
when Richard Nixon nominated Judge G. 
Harrold Carswell of Tallahassee, Fla., to 
the Supreme Court in 1970. 

In response to attacks on Carswell’s 
qualifications, US Sen. Roman Hruska 
of Nebraska rose to reassert the Anti- 
Federalist vision of politics. “Even if he 
were mediocre,” he asserted, “there are a lot 
of mediocre judges and people and lawyers. 


They are entitled to a little representation, 
aren’t they, and a little chance? We can’t 
have all Brandeises, Frankfurters and 
Cardozos.” 

The Federalist Founders, it is important 
to recall, were drawn from a very small 
elite. They were champions of the ideal of 
natural aristocracy. Indeed, the very best 
among them were emblems of this ideal. 

As it turns out, Princeton produced the 
largest share of college degrees among 
the members of the Constitutional 
Convention. 

So, the fact that future Supreme Courts 
may have a Princeton majority should 
hardly be a cause for alarm. Then, as now, 
the Ivy League contained members of both 
the natural aristocracy of talent and the 
artificial aristocracy of privilege. Kagan is 
clearly representative of the former, not the 
latter. 

In “The Federalist Papers,” James Madison 
noted that one of the many virtues of the 
Federal system was that it would act as a 
filter, winnowing and refining the pool of 
candidates for federal office. The Founders 
were not antigovemment libertarians or 
populist democrats. They were chastened 
civic republicans who recognized that one 
of the most basic functions of government 
was to civilize and restrain the excesses of 
democracy. 

The role of the Supreme Court in 
American history remains essentially 
countermaj oritarian. 

As Justice Robert Jackson noted more than 
half a century ago: “The very purpose of 
a Bill of Rights was to withdraw certain 
subjects from the vicissitudes of political 
controversy, to place them beyond the reach 
of majorities and officials and to establish 
them as legal principles to be applied by 
the courts.” 

To be sure, the high court is not immune 
to politics or the evolving traditions of 
American society. It is not, however, 
intended to be an exact mirror of the people. 
Among all institutions in American society, 
the Supreme Court is deliberately designed 
to be elitist in nature. The Founders 
recognized this fact, and the debate over 
future nominations to the Supreme Court 
ought to as well.

Cuba a Iglesia conversan 
sabre llberacitin da prases

LA HABANA (Reuters) - La 
Iglesia Catolica y el Gobiemo 
de Cuba entablaron ineditas 
conversaciones que podrian 
conducir a la liberacion de 
presos politicos, dijo el jueves 
el cardenal Jaime Ortega. 
Ortega sostuvo el miercoles 
una reunion de mas de cuatro 
horas con el presidente Raul 
Castro, en la cual pidio la 
excarcelacion de disidentes 
presos. 

“El camino esta abierto, con 
perspectivas y esperanzas”, 
dijo Ortega a periodistas en 
una rueda de prensa en el 
Arzobispado de La Habana. 

El cardenal no preciso si Castro 
se comprometio a liberar a 
algunos de los alrededor de 
200 presos politicos, a los 
que su Gobierno comunista 
considera “mercenarios” a 
sueldo de Estados Unidos. 

“Se esta tratando lo de los 
presos, pero nopuedo adelantar 
conclusiones acerca de 
fechas concretas, actuaciones 
concretas”, agrego Ortega. 
Mas temprano, el presidente de 
la Conferencia de Obispos de 
Cuba, Dionisio Garcia, quien 
tambienparticipo enlareunion, 
dijo a Reuters que el Gobierno 
“esta en la disposicion de 


accionar, de tomar acciones 
para ir resolviendo (...), ir 
encaminando una solucion a 
estos problemas”. 

Castro ha dicho que no cederia 
al chantaje de Estados Unidos 
y otros enemigos, quienes 
exigen la liberacion de los 
presos como condicion para 
normalizar sus relaciones con 
la isla. 

LA IGLESIA COMO 
INTERLOCUTOR 

La primera reunion oficial 
sostenida por Castro con 
lideres catolicos desde que 
reemplazo hace dos anos en la 
presidencia a su convaleciente 
hermano Fidel ilustra el perfil 
cada vez mayor de la Iglesia 
Catolica en el debate social en 
la isla.

Mockus y Petro vuelven a hablar 
de posible alianza en Colombia 


BOGOTA (Reuters) - Los candidates del Partido 
Verde, Antanas Mockus, y del izquierdista 
del Polo Democratico Alternativo, Gustavo 
Petro, plantearon el jueves la posibilidad de 
una alianza de las dos fuerzas politicas para la 
segunda vuelta de las elecciones presidenciales 
de Colombia. 

Las declaraciones de los dos dirigentes politicos 
representaron un cambio despues de que la 
semana pasada Mockus descarto una alianza 
con Petro, al que acuso de justificar la violencia 
con sus posiciones ideologicas. 

El candidate del Partido Verde se encuentra en 
un empate tecnico con el oficialista y lider del 
Partido de la U, Juan Manuel Santos, de acuerdo 
con las encuestas sobre intencion de voto que 
pronostican que ninguno obtendra la mayoria 
absoluta en los comicios del 30 de mayo. 

Esa situacion obligaria a una segunda vuelta, 


el 20 de junio, de acuerdo con las normas 
electorales de Colombia. “Hay algunas 
diferencias ideologicas. Admiro a Petro como 
politico, admiro toda la lucha que adelanto al 
interior del Polo para deslindar el Polo de la 
lucha armada”, dijo Mockus, un matematico de 
origen lituano que fue alcalde de Bogota en dos 
ocasiones. Petro respondio que la propuesta de 
una posible alianza con el Partido Verde debera 
ser analizada por el Polo Democratico si no pasa 
a la segunda vuelta.
